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Continuation of 3. NOTE: In ttie paper filed on February 24, 2009, applicant proposes amending the dependency of claim 92. This 
amendment would change the scope of the claim. This change would necessitate further consideration and a possible new ground of 
rejection. In the paper filed on February 25, 2009, applicant proposes amending claim 94. Claim 94 as proposed does not reflect the 
amendment to claim 94 made by applicant in the paper filed on August 17, 2006. 



Continuation of 1 3. Other: At page 1 0 of applicant's response filed on February 24, 2009, applicant requests withdrawal of the final 
rejection. In the first office action on the merits, claims 49 and 50, the only claims under consideration were rejected. In the response filed 
by applicant, new claims 66-102 were presented. The new grounds of rejection included in the final office action mailed on November 26, 
2008, were directed to the newly presented claims. Consequently, the finality of the action was proper. 

At pages 11 and 12 of the Remarl<s filed on February 24, 2009,, applicant argues that Eldridge is not prior art because there is no 
teaching of how the dielectric material can be applied over the nickel layer 1092, and the structure of Eldridge figure 10k is not enabled. 
This argument is not convincing. As stated in MPEP 2121 I, prior art is presumed to be operable/enabling. The burden is on applicant to 
provide facts rebutting the presumption of operability. One of ordinary skill in the art would have recognized that the dielectric material 
could have been applied by a coating process, and would have been capable of performing such a coating process without undue 
experimentation. Applicant has provided no facts to show othenwise. 
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
